Magpies steal eggs from chick en y ards to 
carry to their y ou n g an d sometimes k ill chick en s. 
They show great partiality to cherry orchards. 
The worst offen se of the birds is harry in g 
weak or wou n ded an imals an d ev en occasion ally 
sou n d an d healthy creatu res. Its method of k ill­ 
in g game is tortu resome—peck in g an d en largin g 
a wou n d of an an imal, fin ally resu ltin g in death. 
Where magpies hav e become a n u isan ce the 
agricu ltu re departm en t recommen ds poison in g 
or shootin g of the birds. They hav e n o av ersion 
to stry chn in e so this poison mak es the best bait.

The 
echo-lot is sim ilar to a sou nding 
instru m ent for m easu ring ocean 
depth. 
It m easu res the time 
sou nd takes to trav el to 
earth 
from the ship and 
bou nce 
or 
echo back. 
F u rther research 
along 
this 
line is being condu cted by Leo P. 
Delsasso of the Univ ersity of Cal­ 
ifornia, who is u sing the Good- 
y ear-Zeppelin blimp -V olu nteer” 
as part of his^laboratory . 
He is endeav oring to perfect an 
instru m ent to record altitu de 
with sea lev el as a basis. It is de­ 
signed to show the distance from l 
the su rface of the earth regard­ 
less of w hether the su rface 
is 
smooth or 
m ou ntainou s. Pres­ 
ence of a m ou ntain ahead or at 
one side of a trav eling dirigible 
wou ld be recorded and shown as 
qu ickly and accu rately as wou ld 
the distance from the grou nd be­ 
low. 
This instru m ent sends ou t a 
tone to the su rface and records 
the time it takes to retu rn. Del- 
sasso’s first problem was to elim­ 
inate interference produ ced by 
the 
dirigible’s 
mu ltiplicity 
of 
noises. 
To accomplish this he bu ilt an 
electro-m agnetic analy ser to re­ 
cord the entire 
-spectru m " 
of 
sou nd. He fou nd the sou nds to be 
large in the lower register, indi­ 
cating tha t a shrill note wou ld be 
most seiv iceable 
for his 
alti­ 
meter.

Luxor, Egypt—•(#•)—A spell of 


disaster that fell upon all who 
had in then- possession a mum- 
mified hand of an ancient Egyp- 
jan queen, has been broken by 
the return of the hand to its 
x>mb. 


Some months ago, as the story 


in Luxor has it, an antique deal- 
er came into possession of the 
hand. An Australian tourist 
bought it as a souvenir of his 
•isit to Egypt. Then recently the 
dealer received the hand by post, 
with a note from the purchaser 
pleading with him to return it 
o the tomb. 
The hand was wrapped to a 
ne white silk scarf and bore 
rings on two fingers. The-dealer 
intrusted the relic to an Arab, 
asking him to return it to the 
Mortuary Temple of Hatshepsut, 
whence it had been taken. 


The peasant stole the rings 


and buried the hand to the out- 
kirts of his village. His brother 
agreed to sell the rings to Cairo. 


But the next day the peasant's 


horse died and the day follow- 
ing his camel died. To avoid fur- 
ther trouble the brothers dug up 
he hand and put it on the roof 
But the roof fell to. 


Despite 
these ( omens the 


brother started for Cairo to sell 
he rings. He sat down on the 
roadside to wait for his "train 
and was found dead several 
lours later. 


The peasant then became thq- 


roughly alarmed. He restored 
he ring to the hand, swathed ii 
again to its silken covering and 
returned it" to its tomb.

Mexico City (£>)—The Depart 


ment of Aeronautics announce 
that to proportion to population 
and territory, Mexico is- excelled 
only by Germany in the mileage 
of its air mail and passenger 
routes. 


The statistics reveal that on a 


comparative basis Mexico leads 
the United States to air develop- 
ment. The United States has to 
operation 22,593 miles of. air lines 
serving a population of 120,000,- 
000 and an area four times as 
large as Mexico while Mexico has 
6,480 miles of air routes serving 
a population of 15,000,000. 


Mexico's development in civil 


aviation has been amazing in- 
asmuch as practically the entire 
network of lines has been put 
into operation since the Escobar 
revolution last March. Prior to 
that time only the Vera Cruz 
to Merida line, about 600 miles 
long, was to operation by a ci- 
vil company, while government 
planes were flying only 
from 


kexico City to Laredo, Tex. 


The government line expired 


with the revolution but with the 
end of the revolt civil air lines 
sprang up throughout the repub- 
lic. 


Air lines now connect Mexico 


City with Brownsville, Tex., via 
Tampico to five hours; Mexico 
City with El Paso via Zacatecas, 
Torreon and Chihuahua in ten 
hours; Mexico City with No- 
gales via Guadalajara, Mazatlan, 
Guaymas, and Hermosillo to less 
than two days; Brownsville .with 
Mazatlan via Monterrey, Torreon 
and Dufando in eight hours; 
Mexico City with Guatemala via 
Puebla, Oaxaca and Tapachula 
to eight hours; Vera Cruz with 
Guatemala via San Geranime 
and Tapachula in six hours; Vera 
Cruz with Merida via Minatitlan 
and Villahermosa in six hours, 
and San Luis Potosi with Torre- 
on and Guadalajara.

NEW OUTLAWS. 


Magpies, famous in nursery rhymes, are get- 


ting bad reputations among farmers, according 


" to the Agriculture Department. 


Once magpies were considered beneficial 


around farms as their diet includes injurious in- 
sects, but investigations by government experts 
'showed them to be arrant rogues. 


Magpies steal eggs from chicken yards to 


carry to their young and sometimes kill chickens. 
They show great partiality to cherry orchards. 


The worst offense of the birds is harrying 


weak or wounded animals and even occasionally 


' sound and healthy creatures. Its method of kill- 


ing game is torturesome—pecking and enlarging 
a wound of an animal, finally resulting in death. 


Where magpies have become a nuisance the 


agriculture department recommends poisoning 
or shooting of the birds. They have no aversion 
to strychnine so this poison makes the best bait. 


THE LEANING TOWER. 


Dr. Edouard Imbeaux, ex-professor at the 


government engineering school and correspond- 
ing member of the Academy of Sciences, has a 
plan to keep the famous "Leaning Tower of Pisa" 
from toppling over, as it seems certain to do if 
its foundations continue to sag as they have' 
done for 600 years. 


Dr. Imbeaux goes on the assumption that 


the sagging is caused by the flow of subterranean 
streams flowing toward the sea and preventing 
the slate and clay which form the foundations 
from hardening sufficiently to uphold the heavy 
structure. He proposes to freeze a broad band

all around the bottom of the tower to a depth of 
20 or 30 feet and then inject liquid cement be- 
tween that band and the walls of the tower. '. 


Completed in the year 1350 the tower, which 


is 180 feet high, is now almost five feet but of 
plumb, the southern side stoking oh ah average 
one millimeter a year. Unless something is done 
to stop it there will inevitably come a day when 
the equilibrium of the tower will be disturbed to 
such an extent that it can no longer remain 
erect. 
.. 


Dr. Imbeaux believes the problem can be 


solved by the employment of powerful drills with 
compressed air. It would not, of course, be pos- 
sible to justify the vertical position of the monu- 
ment, but there would be no longer any danger 
of its toppling over.

The other injured 
was Miss Mary Pearnow, secre- 
tary to Donald Bartlow, assist- 
ant manager of the T. A. T. She 
suffered a sprained back and 
from shock. 


C. F. DeVoe, Indianapolis man- 


ager, of the T. A. T., began the 
investigation. He was to be as- 
sisted by a representative from 
St. Louis. The Indianapolis office 
is in the St. Louis division. 


J. T. Ridgely, superintendent 


of the Indianapolis division of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, said 
that statements would ba taken 
by DeVoe from the pilot, courier 
and witnesses to the crash.

pressure and determine the rela- 
tion of the airship to sea level 
only. 


The Germans have developed 


an instrument known as the 
echo-lot which was used success- 
fully on the flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin around the world. The 
echo-lot is similar to a sounding 
instrument for measuring ocean 
depth. It measures the time 
sound takes to travel to 'earth 
from the ship and bounce or 
echo back. 


Further research .along this 


line is being conducted by Leo P. 
Delsasso of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, ,who is using the Good- 
year-Zeppelin blimp -Volunteer" 
as part of hisjlaboratory. 


He is endeavoring to perfect an 


instrument to record altitude 
with sea level as a basis. It is de- 
signed to show the distance from 
the surface of the earth regard- 
less of whether the surface is 
smooth or mountainous. Pres- 
ence of a mountain ahead or at 
one side of a traveling dirigible 
would be recorded and shown as 
quickly and accurately as would 
Jie distance from the ground be- 
o\v. 


This instrument sends out a 


,one to the surface and records 
Jie time it takes to return. Del- 
sasso's first problem was to elim- 
inate interference produced by 
he 
dirigible's multiplicity of 


.oises. 
To accomplish this he built an 


electro-magnetic analyser, to re- 
cord the entire -spectrum" of 
sound. He found the sounds to be 
arge in the lower register, indi- 
•ating that a shrill note would be 
most serviceable for his alti- 
meter. 


The scientist now is endeuvor- 


ng to find a source of sound of 
a. pitch that can be satisfactory 
Altered through the airship's 
i oises and of sufficient intensity 
o actuate a recording device.

And then the 
elder Dickson 


would complain because the 
pesky mounds" made the culti- 
vation of his farm difficult. 


Two years ago, Dr. -Dickson be- 


gan excavating, one of the small- 
er mounds. What he found made 
,'him neglect his profession of 
medicine and later remove his 
shingle to become an archeolo- 
gist, with a scientific storehouse 
in his backyard. 


Scientists came to view the 


huge burial ground of the Neo- 
lithic man. Five- hundred skxele- 
tons were excavated. "Primitive 
implements 
of warfare were 


found; crude cooking utensils, 
and cruder- bits of ornamenta- 
tion, have been revealed by this 
amateur archeologist. 


The bodies were buried, one on 


the other, with a few inches of 
clay between. In one mound 
they were so closely packed as to 
suggest a pestilence. 


"Some pottery we found sug- 


gested an attempt at glazing," 
said Dickson. "Many effigy piec- 
es were found, such as birds and 
animals."
